county, is coming in large packages. 
On top of an accident last week 
at his farm, when Mr. Stone fell off 
the roof ot the 
smokehouse 
back­ 
wards 
and 
was 
seriously 
hurt, 
comes news of the destruction of his 
barn and two cribs of com contain­ 
ing one thousand bushels. 
The loss 
is estimated 
at 
$3,000, with 
only 
$500 insurance on 
the 
bam. 
A 
spark from an engine is said to be 
the cause of the fire. 
Mr. Stone’s 
farm is seven miles 
south of Carthage and just north 
of Gwyr.neville. A man named H ar­ 
grove 
was in the mow and saw the 
fire start. 
He called for help but 
before water was brought the mow 
was in 
flames 
and 
the lire had 
reached such a stage that it could 
not be extinguished. 
Mr. Hargrove 
narrowly escaped beirig caught 
in 
a fire trap. He owns the corn shred­ 
der which wTas in use on the farm. 
The residence also caught 
fire 
in several planes, 
but was extin­ 
guished with a slight loss. 
There was a large 
quantity 
of 
hay, oats and seventy-five 
bushels 
of wheat consumed when the 
bam 
burned down. 
Half of the corn be­ 
longed to the tenant. 


Mr. Stone stated today at 
his 
home in Carthage that he wras very 
thankful 
to the Gwynneviile people 
who came out and helped extinguish' 
the fire and save 
what they could. 
But for their efforts, the residence 
might have been badly damaged. 


(Mr. Stone was able to sit up 
in 
bed today and it is believed 
now 
that his recovery will be rapid. 
All the 
implements 
in the barn 
W’ere destroyed. 
Men w’ere shocking 
corn on the farm when the fire broke 


out, but their 
efforts 
were of no 
avail.

The Adams Produce company is 
selling turkeys at thirty-4wo cents 
a pound and the supply is about the 
same as 
Hist 
year. 
It is 
a little 
late now to supply ’Dtp-Thanksgiving 
demand", as most 
of 
the 
people 
have made arrangements 
for their 
dinners, hut. the produce people still 
have many 
turkeys 
and will pro­ 
bably have 
more 
than 
enough to 
meet local needs. 


Dressed 
turkeys, 
at thirty-two 
cents a pound are only four cents 
higher than 
was 
asked last year. 
Walter Thomas of the Adams Pro­ 
duce company stated today that the 
turkeys cost them more than they 
did last 
year, 
but the increase to 
the consumer wras not as great pro­ 
portionately as it was to them. 
He 
said the farmers 
asked 
more and 
that he was compelled to pay more, 
but did not ask so much more from 
the consumer because he w\as afraid 
they w’ould think they 
were 
being 
“held up." 
Turkeys in Indianapolis 
are selling at 45 cents a pound. 
Many of the grocery stores 
are 
not even handling turkeys, but will 
supply orders 
if necessary. 
The 
groceries 
ask 
thirty-five cents 
a 
pound for turkeys. 
Many people, 
to get around the high 
cost of 
a 
Thanksgiving dinner, have substitu­ 
ted chicken in the place of the tur­ 
key. 
New York 
dressed 
chickens 
are selling at 20 cents a pound and 
full dressed 
at 23 -cents 
a pound. 
Even at these 
prices 
the poultry 
dealers 
are 
not 
anxious 
to sell 


chickens as the price will he higher, 


and they would rather ship them to 
eastern points where they ¡ire 
as­ 
sured of a good market. 


So this year it’s to be the “trim­ 


mings” 
that 
cost 
more. 
For in­ 
stance, the turkey would he no good 
without the 
oysters. 
Oysters 
are 
retailing at 20(qv25 
cents 
a pint. 


And the cranberries are selling 
at 


12 cents a quart. Celery, olives and 


other tilings are selling at about the 


same prices, hut potatoes are higher.
